CONTROVERSIAL WAR FEVER 
} IN FRANCE." 

No rank of sphere of life in Enrope 
has, we Jearn, been free from the 
controversial fever with regard to the 
war; but the French, it would now 
appear, have reached atime when it 
would seem wise to urge ‘their 
musiciuns, at lenst, to abstain. The 
writers of harmonies should refrain 
from discord, The “Temps” recom- 
mends in general that they confine 
their writing to the “ruled paper” 
of their profession, The reason for 
this ia apparently the violent spirit of 
auch as Saint-Saiins, who repudiated 
German munsic’bag and ‘baggage. It 
we must indulge :in “ proscription 
without appeal,” it declares, ‘at 
least left us exercise it against bad 
masic and not aguinst that which is 


ipart of the general trensure-house of 


humanity.” Saint-Sutns, reading 
this, forthwith takes’ umbrage and 
notifies ‘the Zemps that although his

his articles banning Wagner but 
praising Meyerbeer in the Echo de

‘To 
tell the truth, patriotism bas broad 
shoulders, and it is perhaps preferable 
not to apply a multitude of sauces to 
one of the highest sentiments of the 
human soul,’”

mnay have done since 1876 to ‘change 
the .view-point of M. "Saint-Suius, 
then he reminds his “readers: that 
nobody is voting lo exclude Mozert, 
who hated and abused France acri- 
moniously, The fact is, he concludes,

of genius when they stick to the ruled 
paper of their medium. ‘ere alone 
are they ‘themselves, ‘Their theories 
or skirmishes in politics trave us 
cold. And whoever. Joves arta’ or 
letters,’ scevrding wo the excellent 
dogma .of Saint-Sains ‘of 1876, will 
have \in*’mind, once. -normal lite 
returns, only- the merit of a man’s 
works.” : ;
